Mr.  Joseph  E.  Gibson, 

Ninth  President  of  the  College 

Mr.  Joseph  E.  Gibson  assumed  the  duties  as 
President  of  Northwestern  State  College  on  July  1. 
A  native  of  West  Point,  Miss.,  he  comes  to  the  Col- 
lege with  a  rich  background  of  training  and  experi- 
ence that  eminently  qualifies  him  for  the  duties  of 
the  office. 

A  graduate  of  University  of  Mississippi  and 
Columbia  University,  Mr.  Gibson  is  thoroughly  fa- 
miliar with  schools  and  colleges  in  Louisiana.  He 
began  his  career  in  Louisiana  at  Tulane  University. 
In  1941  he  was  granted  leave  of  absence  from  Tulane 
to    become    Director    of    Higher    Education    for   the 
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State  of  Louisiana  under  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. He  returned  to  Tulane  in  1946  as  Professor  of 
Education  and  Director  of  the  Summer  School,  a 
position  which  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  election  by 
the  State  Board  of  Education  to  the  presidency  of 
Northwestern  State. 

President  Gibson  directed  the  survey  of  the  col- 
leges and  universities  of  Mississippi  recently.  As  a 
result  of  this  survey  and  its  recommendations,  many 
changes  were  made  in  these  institutions  of  higher 
learning. 

Mr.  Gibson  is  greatly  interested  in  the  alumni 
of  the  College  and  in  the  Alumni  Association.  He  is 
eager  to  get  acquainted  with  alumni  and  former 
students  and  to  serve  them  in  any  way  possible. 

In  the  short  time  that  he  has  been  president, 
he  has  demonstrated  that  he  is  capable,  energetic, 
aggressive,  and  thoroughly  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  the  College.

THIRTY-FIFTH  YEAR 


Pictured  above  are  Francis  Gary 
Fournot  (right),  Head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Science  and  Professor  of  Phy- 
sics, and  H..  Lee  Prather  (left),  Dean 
of  Men,  Director  of  Athletics,  Professor 
of  Government,  and  Head  Basketball 
Coach,  who  will  have  given  to  this  in- 
stitution at  the  end  of  this  scolastic 
year,  thirty-five  years  of  service.  Mr. 
Fournct  claims  the  distinction  of  having 
served  one  summer  longer  than  Mr. 
Prather,  since  he  became  a  member  of 
the  faculty  in  the  summer  of  1913  and 
Mr.  Prather  arrived  at  the  beginning  of 
the  fall  term  of  1913. 

Do  not  let  the  thirty-five  years  mis- 
lead you  into  believing  that  either  Mr. 
Fournet  or  Mr.  Prather  is  an  OLD  man. 
On  the  contrary,  Mr.  Fournet  will 
quickly  tell  you  that  he  is  one  of  the 
youngest  men  on  the  faculty,  and  then, 
with  a  twinkle  in  his  eye,  a  sly  grin  on 
his  face,  and  a  wrinkle  of  his  nose,  will 
say:  "I  am  only  seventeen."  Coach 
Prather  feels  he  is  just  a  little  older, 
perhaps  nineteen  or  twenty. 

When   Coach  Prather  began  his   first 
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year  here,  he  had  15  men  out  for  foot- 
ball, and  8  of  these  were  from  the  "Nor- 
mal High  School,"  eligible  to  play  at 
that  time.  He  won  his  first  game, 
against  Monroe,  114-0. 

Mr.  Prather  coached  all  sports  and 
taught  regular  classes  in  mathematics, 
economics,  political  science,  and  hygiene 
and  sanitation.  His  total  budget  for  all 
athletics  amounted  to  $500.00  per  year. 

As  he  assumed  additional  duties, 
Coach  Prather  gave  up  all  his  coaching 
activities  with  the  exception  of  basket- 
ball. He  has  the  distinction  of  having 
served  as  coach  of  basketball  continu- 
ously at  the  same  institution  for  a 
greater  length  of  time  than,  perhaps, 
any  other  coach  in  the  nation.  He  has 
established  an  enviable  record  in  his 
favorite  sport,  basketball,  in  that  he 
has  won  a  greater  percentage  of  games 
than  any  other  team  in  the  L.I. A. A.  or 
L.I.C. 

His  plans  for  the  next  season  and  the 
future  do  not  indicate  that  he  is  expect- 
ing to  relinquish  his  position  of  leader- 
ship in  the  basketball  world,  but  rather 


that  he  expects  to  add  more  laurels  and 
a  greater  distinction  to  the  enviable 
record  Prather-coached  teams  have 
achieved. 

Mr.  Fournet  taught  mathematics  and 
physics  in  his  earlier  days  on  the  cam- 
pus. When  the  institution  became  a 
four-year  college  offering  the  bachelor's 
degree,  he  took  on  the  duty  of  serving 
as  registrar  in  addition  to  teaching  phy- 
sics. He  served  as  registrar  for  a  period 
of  six  years,  being  relieved  of  this  duty 
in  1925. 

In  1935,  the  departments  of  chemistry, 
biology,  and  physics  wei'e  combined  into 
the  department  of  science,  and  Mr. 
Fournet  was  made  head  of  the  depart- 
ment. He  is  still  serving  in  that  capac- 
ity. 

Professors  Fournct  and  Prather  have 
served  under  five  of  the  nine  presidents 
of  the  College,  namely,  V.  L.  Roy,  W. 
W.  Tison,  A.  A.  Fredericks,  Joe  Farrar, 
and  Joseph  E.  Gibson.  They  have  par- 
ticipated in  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  the  College  since  the  days  when 
only  two  years  of  work  in  teacher  train- 
ing was  offered  and  the  institution  was 
called  the  Louisiana  State  Normal 
School,  to  the  present  time,  when  the 
College  is  meeting  the  demands  of  stu- 
dents in  the  Schools  of  Applied  Arts 
and  Sciences,  Arts  and  Sciences,  and 
Education. 

Their  families  have  been  reared  in 
Natchitoches,  and  all  their  children  have 
attended  or  are  attending  school  here. 

They  are  a  grand  pair.  We  salute 
them  and  extend  every  wish  to  both 
for  many  years  of  future  service  to  the 
institution  to  which  they  have  already 
given  thirty-five  years.

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  North- 
western State  College  Alumni  A.s.socia- 
tion  met  on  call  of  the  president.  Mr. 
J.  W.  Webb,  on  August  6,  1947.  in  the 
Green  Room.  Fine  Arts  Building.  v%ith 
the    following    members    present: 

Mr.  J.  W.  Webb.  Mr.  Harold  Kaffie. 
Mr.  E.  S.  Aiken.  Mr.  W.  L.  Colvin.  Mr. 
J.  N.  Brown.  Mr.  L.  S.  Miller. 

Absent:  Mr.  Ted  Wright  and  Mr.  A. 
J.   Maricella. 


Also  present  for  the  meeting  were 
President  Joseph  E.  Gibson  and  Mr.  I. 
C.  Strickland. 

Mr.  Webb  expressed  the  appreciation 
of  the  Board  in  having  President  Gib.son 
meet  with  us.  Mr.  Gibson  stated  that 
he  was  greatly  interested  in  the  Alumni 
Association  and  eager  to  assist  in  any 
way  possible  with  a  live,  aggressive 
alumni   program. 

Mr.  Webb  proposed  the  following  sub- 
jects for  discussion: 

1.  The  reactivation  and  organization 
of  alumni  units. 

2.  The  Alumni  Columns  and  the  pos- 
sibility  of  a   monthly   news-letter. 

3.  Bringing  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  up  to  date. 

4.  The  policy  of  seniors  voting  at 
elections  prior  to  actually  receiv- 
ing their  degrees. 

In  the  discussion  of  the  subject  of  re- 
activating and  organizing  of  alumni 
units,  Mr.  Webb  suggested  that  as 
many  units  as  possible  should  be  or- 
ganized and  that  a  definite  program 
should  be  outlined  stating  what  the 
College  can  do  for  the  alumni  and  what 
the  alumni  can  do  for  the  College.  Sug- 
gestions offered  by  members  were: 

1.  Alumni  Association  and  units 
should    be    non-political. 

2.  Alumni  should  be  informed  of  poli- 
cies set  up  by  president  of  the 
College. 

.3.  Work  for  increase  of  faculty  sal- 
aries here  and  at  all  state  colleges 
in  order  to  hold  good  men  and 
women  on  the  faculty  and  be  able 
to  secure  the  best  possible  replace- 
ments. 

4.    Acquaint   alumni   with   changes   in 
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curricula  and  offerings  of  the  Col- 
lege. 

5.  Acquaint  high  school  seniors  with 
the  advantages  of  attending  North- 
western State. 

6.  Impress  seniors  of  the  College 
with  the  importance  of  participat- 
ing in  the  alumni  program. 

7.  Inform  alumni  about,  and  gel 
their  help  in  securing,  desirable 
legislative   programs. 

8.  Persuade  alumni  to  select  out- 
standing seniors  of  high  school 
classes    to    send    to    Natchitoches. 

9.  Study  the  possibilities  of  raising 
a  memorial  fund. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Kaffie.  seconded 
by  Mr.  Aiken,  that; 

The  President  of  the  College,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Alumni,  and  Alumni  Secre- 
tary begin  immediately  to  plan  for  or- 
ganization of  alumni  units  throughout 
the  state,  beginning  in  Natchitoches, 
and  that  plans  formulated  for  this  or- 
ganization of  units  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  prior  to  being  put  into  effect. 
Carried. 

The  question  of  the  "Alumni  Columns" 
being  printed  quarterly  versus  the  ad- 
visability of  a  monthly  ni'ws-letter  was 
discussed.  Quarterly  publications  of 
many  colleges  and  universities  were 
compared  with  Alumni  Columns.  It  was 
brought  out  that  bugetary  limitations 
on  i)rinting  for  the  year  would  prac- 
tically prohibit  any  more  publications 
than  at  present.  It  was  moved  by  Mr. 
Colvin,    seconded    by    Mr.    Aiken,    that :

The  matter  of  publications  be  post- 
poned until  the  new  publicity  man  to 
be  employed  by  the  College  arrives  and 
that  after  discussion  with  him,  the 
president,  and  the  alumni  officers,  rec- 
ommendations be  made  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Board.    Carried. 

President  Webb  appointed  the  follow- 
ing committee  to  bring  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  up  to  date  with  recom- 
mendations for  changes  or  amendments, 
and  requested  that  this  committee  be 
ready  to  report  not  later  than  October  1. 

Committee:  Mr.  Eugene  Watson, 
Chairman;  Mr.  R.  B.  WiUiams,  Mr.  I.  C.

The  secretary  was  instructed  to  pub- 
lish the  financial  statement  of  the  As- 
sociation in  the  Alumni  Columns  each 
year  in  the  Home-coming  Issue.  It  was 
requested  that  the  last  financial  state- 
ment be  published  in  the  first  issue  this 
fall. 

In  the  discussion  of  seniors  voting  in 
the  alumni  elections  and  business  ses- 
sion prior  to  their  graduation,  it  was 
stated  by  Mr.  Webb  that  he  felt  they 
should  not  be  allowed  to  vote  at  the 
business  session  in  the  spring  since  they 
were  not  acquainted  with  alumni  work 
nor  familiar  with  enough  alumni  in  the 
field.  He  stated  further  that  it  was  pos- 
sible for  a  large  senior  class  to  control 
the  business  and  officers  of  the  Alumni 
Association  when  they  had  little  knowl- 
edge about  it  or  its  policies  and  work- 
ing plans. 

It  was  agreed  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  present  that,  to  avoid  any 
confusion  or  misunderstanding  on  the 
part  of  the  seniors,  they  be  officially 
received  into  the  Association  by  the  re- 
tiring president  as  the  last  number  on 
the  program  of  the  annual  spring  home- 
coming.

Why  Purple  and  White? 

Yea,   Purple — Yea,  White  1 

Yea,  Demons — Fight!  Fight!  Fight! 

This  is  truly  a  familiar  sound  at  any 
intercollegiate  contest  when  the  Demons 
are  striving  to  make  those  extra  points 
that  determine  whether  they  shall  win 
or  lose  the  game,  be  it  football,  basket- 
ball or  any  other  intercollegiate  sport. 
Such  contests  are  always  colorful  af- 
fairs where  the  decorations  of  purple 
and  white  flutter  in  the  breeze  or  hang 
from  goal  posts,  the  stands,  or  any 
other  place  suitable  for  decoration.  The 
uniforms  of  the  players  are  purple  and 
white,  and  scattered  throughout  the 
crowd  are  many  former  lettermen 
proudly  wearing  the  purple  sweater 
with  the  white  "N."  The  band,  with  its 
drum  major  and  majorettes,  the  Dem- 
onettes,  and  the  Purple  Jackets,  all 
wearing  costumes  gaily  decorated  in 
the  colors  of  purple  and  white,  proudly 
proclaim  their  identity  with  the  College 
at  all  functions  in  which  they  partici- 
pate. Purple  and  White,  symbolic  of  the 
old  Louisiana  State  Normal  School,  The 
Louisiana  State  Normal  College,  and 
now  Northwestern  State  College  of 
Louisiana,  has  identified  us  throughout 
most  of  our  history,  and  no  doubt  shall 
continue  to  do  so  indefinitely — colors  of 
which  we  are  proud  and  of  which  we 
shall  continue  to  be   proud. 

How  did  these  colors  originate  and 
when  did  they  become  recognized  as 
the  official  colors  of  the  College?  Have 
you  ever  wondered  about  them,  or  have 
you  done  like  the  rest  of  us,  just  ac- 
cepted them  with  never  a  thought  of 
their  origin   or  history? 

As  a  result  of  our  effort  to  get  the 
origin  of  the  adoption  of  purple  and 
white  as  the  colors  of  our  school,  we 
wish  to  give  you  the  story  as  told  by 
Mrs.  May  G.  Smith  Sanders,  graduate 
of  the  class  of  1893,  who  now  lives  in 
Baton  Rouge.  If  any  of  the  earlier  grad- 
uates of  old  "Normal"  have  a  different 
story,  we  should  like  to  have  it.  This 
is  Mrs.  Sanders'  story  of  the  purple  and 
white. 

During  the  presidency  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Duckett  Boyd,  later  president  of  L.S.U.. 
Mr.   R.   L.   Himes   of   Pennsylvania   was 


employed  as  a  member  of  the  faculty. 
Under  his  guidance  and  inspiration  the 
first  literary  society,  the  Seekers  After 
Knowledge,  was  organized  in  1890.  The 
colors  of  the  S.A.K.  were  gold  and 
white.  Since  there  was  obviously  a  need 
of  another  literary  society  to  furnish 
competition  and  rivalry,  a  second  so- 
ciety was  organized  in  1892,  the  Eclec- 
tic Literary  Society,  whose  colors  were 
gold  and  purple.  Immediately  after  the 
organization  of  E.L.S.,  contests  were 
held  in  oratory,  declamation,  music,  and 
parliamentary  law  drill.  A  contest  was 
held  annually  in  connection  with  the 
spring  commencement  exercises.  The 
joint  celebration  and  contest  brought 
about  the  acceptance  of  the  white  from 
the  colors  of  S.A.K.  and  the  purple  from 
the  colors  of  E.L.S.  as  the  color  scheme 
to  be  used.  Thus  PURPLE  AND  WHITE 
became  unofficially  the  colors  of  the 
College  and,  as  time  passed,  were  ac- 
cepted as  the  official  colors  of  the  in- 
stitution. 


Demons  Meet  Centenary 
In  Homecoming  Nov.  15 

With  spirit  running  high  among  the 
students  and  the  football  squad,  all  are 
eagerly  anticipating  the  annual  home- 
coming game  on  November  15,  when  the 
Demons  clash  with  the  Centenary 
Gentlemen  of  Shreveport  on  the  home 
gridiron  at  2:30  in  the  afternoon.  The 
home-coming  game,  with  returning 
alumni  here  from  all  over  the  country, 
is  always  a  colorful  affair.  Members  of 
the  "N  Club"  are  honored  on  this  occa- 
sion, and  a  special  section  of  the  grand- 
stand is  being  reserved  for  them  and 
members  of  their  families.  A  barbecue 
is  also  planned  for  them  at  the  noon 
hour.  Plans  being  formulated  for  home- 
coming this  year  by  the  committee  in- 
dicate that  this  will  be  the  biggest  and 
best  in  many  years,  and  it  should  be  a 
gala  day. 

The  program  outlined,  according  to 
Mr.  B.  B.  Boyd,  general  chairman  of 
the  committee,  will  feature  open  house 
in  the  "N  Club"  room.  Coffee  and  Reg- 
istration in  Varnado  Hall,  followed  by 
a  mammoth  parade  at  10:30  in  the 
morning.  The  parade  will  feature  a 
large  float  carrying  the  queen  and  her 


maids,  floats  from  student,  civic,  busi- 
ness, and  professional  organizations,  the 
College  band  and  visiting  high  school 
bands,  all  led  by  a  color  guard  of  the 
local  V.F.W.  post  at  the  College,  featur- 
ing the  new  College  Flag  just  recently 
designed.  Following  the  bands  and  the 
floats  will  be  the  Demonettes,  a  newly 
organized  pep  squad  consisting  of  sixty 
co-eds,   and   the   entire  student  body. 

Just  preceding  the  game.  President 
Gibson  of  Northwestern  and  President 
Mickle  of  Centenary  will  bring  greet- 
ings and  a  hearty  welcome  to  the  7,000 
or  more  expected  for  the  day.  At  the 
half-time  period,  the  Northwestern 
State  Band  and  all  the  visiting  high 
school  bands  will  assemble  on  the  grid- 
iron for  a  colorful  demonstration,  as- 
sisted by  the  Centenary  band  and  the 
Demonettes. 

In  the  afternoon  the  sororities  and 
fraternities  will  hold  open  house  for  re- 
turning members  of  their  organizations, 
and  in  the  evening  in  the  Student  Cen- 
ter will  be  held  the  grand  ball,  to  which 
are  invited  all  students,  alumni,  former 
students,  "N  Club"  members,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Centenary  football  team. 
Music  will  be  furnished  by  the  College 
swing  orchestra,  the  Demonaires. 

The  Demon  squad  is  a  study  in  bal- 
ance between  youth  and  experience.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  season  the  roster 
of  players  consisted  of  34  veterans,  10 
of  whom  are  married.  By  academic  clas- 
sification there  are  8  seniors,  13  juniors, 
20  sophomores,  and  9  freshmen.  Starting 
line-ups  are  constantly  being  changed 
by  the  coaches  in  an  effort  to  field  the 
strongest  combinations  possible.  The 
two-team  system,  with  frequent  substi- 
tutions in  each,  has  placed  the  weight  of 
experience  in  one  team  and  the  fire  and 
enthusiasm  of  younger  men  in  the  other. 

Boasting  an  all-Louisiana  squad,  the 
Demons  have  two  brother-combinations. 
They  are  Dave  and  James  White  of 
Bastrop,  and  Arthur  and  James  Lan- 
caster of  Ferriday.  There  are  three 
players  named  White  on  the  squad — 
Dave,  James,  and  Phillip.  Phillip  White 
hails  from  Alexandria.  There  are  also 
two  Johnsons,  Harvey  and  Robert,  of 
Shreveport,  and  two  Wilsons,  Austin 
Wilson  from  Ferriday  and  Robert  Wilson 
from  Natchitoches.  David  White,  inci- 
dentally, is  called  on  for  the  kicking  of 
extra  points  after  touchdowns,  and  has 
converted  seven  of  eight  attempts  thus 
far. 

The  Demons  lost  their  first  two  sched- 
uled games  to  University  of  Arkansas 
and  East  Texas  Teachers.  They  broke 
into  the  win  column  with  victories  over 
Louisiana  College  and  Southeastern 
Louisiana  College  by  scores  of  47-7  and 
14-12,  respectively. 

The  Centenary  Gentlemen,  under  the 
tutelage  of  Coach  Jesse  Thompson,  are 
playing  for  the  first  time  since  the  war. 
Thus  far  this  season,  they  have  been 
unable  to  break  into  the  win  column 
but  are  showing  signs  of  constant  im- 
provement, and  should  be  ready  for  a 
real  tussle  with  the  Demons  on  home- 
coming day.

Northwestern  Sponsors  Fine  Ail-Round 

Aquatic  Program 


The  Northwestern  State  College  is 
taking  full  advantage  of  the  fact  that 
it  has  one  of  the  finest  indoor  natator- 
iums  in  the  country.  Some  of  the  activi- 
ties which  the  water  program  now  in- 
clude are  (1)  an  annual  National  Aqua- 
tic School  sponsored  jointly  each  sum- 
mer by  the  American  Red  Cross  and 
Northwestern  State  College;  (2)  the 
College  Aquatic  Club,  an  organization 
of  more  than  fifty  young  men  and 
women  swimmers  who  meet  weekly; 
(3)  a  varsity  swimming  team  which 
was  organized  for  the  first  time  in  1947; 
'4)  complete  curricula  and  recreational 
programs   of   swimming. 

American  Red  Cross  awarded  one  of 
its  annual  National  Aquatic  Schools  to 
the  Northwestern  State  College  campus 
in  1941.  Since  that  time,  with  only  one 
break,  the  schools  have  continued  suc- 
cessfully to  bring  in  many  men  and 
women  swimmers  from  all  of  the  coun- 
try for  advanced  instruction  in  aquatics. 
During  the  summer  of  1947,  132  men 
and  women  composed  the  student  body 
of  the  National  Aquatic  School  on  the 
campus,  setting  a  new  record  in  attend- 


ance. These  persons  represented  nine 
states.  Swimming,  diving,  life-saving, 
boating,  canoeing,  first  aid,  and  safety 
education  are  the  subjects  taught  at 
the  Aquatic  Schools. 

The  college  Aquatic  Club  was  or- 
ganized in  1939  shortly  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Natatorium.  Its  purpose 
is  to  sponsor  participation  in  aquatic 
sports  among  men  and  women  students 
and  to  interpret  to  the  student  body 
and  to  the  public  the  worthwhileness 
of  aquatic  sports.  During  the  1947 
spring  and  summer  sessions,  the  Aquatic 
Club  sponsored  two  shows — one  in 
Shreveport  and  one  in  Mansfield.  The 
College  Modern  Dance  group  under  Miss 
Ruth  Price,  and  the  orchestra  under 
Mr.  John  Shenaut  combined  in  May, 
1947,  with  the  Aquatic  Club  to  stage  a 
program  in  Shreveport  which  was  wit- 
nessed by  between  four  and  five  thous- 
and persons.  The  groups  have  been  in- 
vited to  make  an  annual  affair  of  the 
Shreveport  program.  More  than  100 
persons  participated  in  the  show. 

Another  varsity  sport  has  been  added 
at   Northwestern   State   College.   At   its 


last  meeting  in  September,  1947,  the 
Athletic  Council  voted  unanimously  to 
adopt  swimming  as  an  intercollegiate 
sport.  During  the  spring  and  summer 
of  1947,  a  varsity  squad  was  formed, 
and  it  participated  in  a  number  of 
A.A.U.  meets.  One  intercollegiate  ex- 
change was  held  with  Centenary.  Sev- 
eral fine  swimmers  were  developed- 
Bill  Stovall  set  thi'ee  new  records  during 
the  competition.  He  broke  a  Senior 
S. A.A.U.  record  in  the  100-yard  back- 
stroke, which  had  stood  for  eleven  years. 

Swimming  is  a  Physical  Education 
activity  required  of  all  men  and  women 
students.  Very  few  persons  are  per- 
mitted to  graduate  without  at  least  rea- 
sonable competence  in  swimming.  The 
Natatorium  also  receives  heavy  use  for 
recreational  swimming  periods  which 
are  scheduled  daily  for  the  College  stu- 
dents and  staff. 

All  in  all,  the  College  aquatic  pro- 
gram has  grown  rapidly  and  is  fast  be- 
coming one  of  the  most  comprehensive 
College  programs  in  water  sports.  It  is 
a  far  cry  from  the  old  board-wall  en- 
closed swimming  pool  known  to  many 
former  grads  of  the  old  "Normal."

Consultants  Meet  With 

Planning  Committee 


The  Planning  Committee  of  the  Col- 
lege was  fortunate  to  have  as  consul- 
tants in  its  recent  deliberations,  Dr.  E. 
V.  Hollis,  recognized  authority  on  or- 
ganizational and  administrative  affairs 
of  institutions  of  higher  learning,  U.  S. 
Office  of  Education,  Washington,  D.  C, 
and  Dr.  Ray  L.  Hamon,  Chief,  School 
Housing  Section,  U.  S.  Office  of  Edu- 
cation,  Washington,   D.   C. 

Dr.  Hollis  met  with  the  Committee 
on  October  13-15  as  consultant  on  set- 
ting up  the  aims  and  objectives  of  the 
College  and  on  outlining  the  administra- 
tive organization  of  the  College.  Prior 
to  the  arrival  of  Dr.  Hollis,  the  Plan- 
ning Comimttee  had  been  divided  into 
six  sub-committees  for  the  purpose  of 
making  in  dividual  reports  on  the  three 
phases  of  the  immediate  purpose  of  the 
Planning  Committee.  These  purposes 
were  to  give — 

1.  A  statement  of  aims  and  objectives 
of  the  College 

2.  A  statement  on  administrative  or- 
ganization 

3.  A    recommendation   for   additional 
plant  facilities 

These  reports  were  submitted  by  the 
sub-committees  for  study  by  the  com- 
mittee as  a  whole. 

Dr.  Ray  L.  Hamon,  who  was  present 
October  20-22,  acted  as  consultant  with 
the  committee  with  particular  attention 
to  additional  facilities  and  their  location 
on  the  campos. 

The  recommendations  of  these  two 
recognized  authorities  in  the  study  be- 
ing m.ade  will  be  of  much  value  to  the 
Planning  Committee.  They  were  brought 
to  the  campus  by  invitation  of  Presi- 
dent  Gibson. 

The  immediate  objective  of  the  com- 
mittee has  been  to  choose  the  locations 
of  buildings  to  be  constructed  out  of 
the    last    legislative    appropriations    for 


that  purpose,  and  to  determine  just 
where  future  buildings  in  the  expansion 
of  the  plant  facilities  of  the  College 
shall   be  placed. 

Present  plans  call  for  the  removal  of 
the  old  dairy  from  its  present  site  on 
the  campus  and  the  construction  of  a 
new  dairy  at  a  spot  more  removed  from 
the  campus  proper.  This  will  permit  the 
use  of  all  the  area  west  of  the  Dining 
Hall  for  future  growth.  The  topography 
of  the  land  is  more  favorable  for  ex- 
pansion in  this  general  direction  than 
in  any  other;  however,  all  sites  will  be 
given  careful  study  before  any  build- 
ings are  constructed.
